Just as any other steam
roller must puuse te tuke on conl and
for a levelling of the road abend, the
Anglo-French steam roller is halting
and preparing for the next infantry
rush, The highest Frenech military au-
thorities, returning from the front, de-
elared toduy that the offensive is pro-
ceeding with all the mathematicnl ex-
aciness with whicn it was originally
planned,

Thev ndmitted frankly that the al-
les copied from the German attack
at Verdun their present tacties of
smashing the way through German de-
fenses purely with heavy artillery and
Freneh mortara. They deelare, how-
ever, that whereas the Germans at Ver:
dun were unnbile to keep up their max-|
lmum, progress after the first™ on-
slnught, the nllice bave continued to
progress according to schadule.
